Tin* most drastic 
chang** is that which make* invalid 
(inTriages lahore a civil m agistrate 
or m inister where one or both parties 
to the contract are Catholics. 
Under 
the old law 
such 
marriages were 
valid, but 
were regarded as 
grave 
acaudal. 
The marriage of a Protestant to a 
Protestant, providing 
neither 
have 
been baptized in the Catholic church 
Is considered valid, as is also th*' mar 
riage of non-baptiz«\l man and

W hile this may oeem to be out 
side the question, It w ill bi' 1mport:uit 
in preventing any such jvo-rson using 
it sis a pretext to break a marriage 
contract and marry a Catholic.
